REMARKS 

In the Office Action of June 25, 2002, the Examiner rejected 
claims 11-18 under 35 U.S.C. §103 (a) for being obvious over 
Petitou et al. The Examiner concluded that the 
glycosaminoglycanoid derivatives of heparin disclosed by Petitou 
et al. include the pentasaccharides used in the presently claimed 
methods and Petitou et al- taught that they have antithrombotic 
activity and can be administered enterally or parenterally as 
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
